COLUMBUS, 0O., June 9.—Charleg Viccarrio, a Sicilian, ar- 
rested in Bellefontaine today by one of the twenty Government 
inspectors who for eight months have been watching Black Hand 
suspects in four Ohio cities, is accused of complicity in the ‘assas- 
sination of Lieut. Joseph Petrosini, the New York detective, in Pa- 


lermo, Sicily, on March 12. 

Vieccarrio was seized soon after half a 
score of other men, suspected of con- 
nection with the dreaded secret organ- 
ization, had been arrested in Columbus, 
Marion and Toledo. Viccarrio was taken 
in the house of Mrs. Salvatore Cira. He 
Was armed with revolvers and knives 
and had $1000 in his pockets. 
and children in the Cira house were also 
heavily armed. 

Postal Inspector Hosford made the 
capture. He was assisted hy other 
Government men, who surrounded the 
Cira house. 

Postal Inspector Oldfield is positive 

that Viccarrio was connected with the 
' Murder of Petrosini in Italy. 

“I base my belief,’’ he said, ‘‘on the 
fact that this man is known to have 
left for !taiy just before Petrosini was 
assassinated. Viccarrio spent some time 
in Italy and returned here. I believe 
him to be one of the ring leaders of the 
Mafia of the United States and consider 
his capture of first importance.”’ 

Curses When Told of Confession. 

Charles Viccarrio is a brother of An- 
tonio Viccarrio, arrested yesterday at 
Marion 

Viccarrio would say reéthing and only 
cursed when told that a cohfederate at 
Marion had confessed. He went to Bell- 
fontaine from Cleveland two years ago 
and is originally from Megsina, where 
it is said he lost his mother and broth- 
er in the earthquake. 

Letters sent from the Marion head- 
quarters of the society to Viccarrio 
when he was in Italy indicate, the Gov- 
ernment officers say, that Viccarrio’s 
capture is most important, In addition 
to its likelihood of throwing new light 
on the Fetrosini tragedy. 

Had Plenty of Money. 


It is the Government theory that Vac- 
cario, was selected by lot to follow 
Petrosini to Sicily and to arrange his as- 
gassination at Palermo or to commit the 
deed himself. 

The suspected man never has had any 
regular occupation but he has displayed 
large sums of money since his return 
from Sicily.

The inspectors say they have evidence 
that a room in the rear of a little fruit 
store in Marion, conducted by the Riz- 
zos, was the headquarters of the so- 
Clety in this country and they found in 
a safe there letters which will throw 
light on many successful attempts to 
extort money from wealthy Italians in 
Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania and 
other states. 


Two Mail Pouches of Letters. 
The letters confiscated fill two large 


mail pouches. Some were received from 
points as far west as South Dakota. 
They show, thé officers assert, that hun- 
dreds of Italian business men have 
been paying tribute to the black hand 
to gain immunity from death or torture 
at the hands of the members of the so- 
ciety. 

Lima’s father, who is wanted, is said 
to be in Upper Sandusky, and the po- 
lice there have been asked to apprehend 
him. A brother of the alleged leader of 
the band, associated with him in busi- 
ness here, has disappeared. Three Secret 
Service men are seeking him. Another 
brother has been traced to Italy, whith- 
er he went a few weeks ago. Lima was 
first suspected by the authorities after 
John Amicon, a wealthy Italian fruit 
dealer of Columbus, received a letter de- 
mandin $10,000, threatening his life un- 
less the money was paid. This letter, it 
was discovered, was sent from Marion 
through a series of secret Italian agents. 


Lima Says Its Jealousy. 

Lima, now in jail here, was not in- 
formed of the cause of his incarcera- 
tion until today. He was given a news- 
paper when he arose from his cell cot. 
When he read that he was believed to 
have instigated the plot to blackmail 
Amicon, Lima exclaimed, in broken Eng- 
lish: 

“Amicon is jealous. That’s all. 
jealous of me because I sell 
bananas in Ohio than he does.” 

Lima is known to have sent $800 to an 
agent in Italy within the last three 
weeks. The money was sent through the 
Marion postoffice. His business here is 
a small one, and the Federa! officials 
say its profits would not net in years 
the amount of money that has passed 
through Lima’s hands in the last few 
months. Ten thousand dollars have been 
sent to Italy from the blackmailers now 
being rounded up, say the Federal of- 
ficers. 

Books showing the receipt of money 
and its division among members of the 
wang have been found. The names of 
many active member: of the Dlack Hand 
together with the names of hdndreds 
of their victims, are in possession of 
the officers. 

It is said the officers have found the 
society is an tron-bound organization, 
membership in which is invested with 
blood-curdling oaths, grips, passwords 
and signs. 

Body Apparently Extensive, 

The Néw York jolice officials who 
are carrying on the detective work 
started by Joseph Petrosini, who was 
Killed in Sicily, have been werking on 
the theory that there is no extensive 
Black.

An indictment charging Kane with 
murder in the first degree followed 
quickly the verdict of a Coroner’s jury 
finding that Mohrle came to his death 
‘at the hands of Kane. .The inquest 
was held Tuesday morning. The in- 
dictment was returned Tuesday after- 
noon. 

The homicide verdict of the Coroner's 
jury contained a postscript expressing 
the jurors’ opinion’ that murder was be- 
coming so common a crime as to black- 
en the good name of St. souls and that 
crime of this kind could be prevented 
to a large extent if ‘‘our officials’’ would 
be more active.

PUMP, YOUTH 13 
NEAR DEATR 


Morris Greenburg, 19 Years 
Old, Mysteriously Wounded 
While Getting a Drink. 


SUSPECT IS ARRESTED 


Wounded Youth Is Unable to 
Tell Name of His As- 


Sailant. 


Morris Greenberg, a 17-year-old boy 
of 1827 North Seventh street. mysteri- 
ously shot through the abdomen in an 
areaway at 1227 North Seventh street, 
within a block of his home, is in a 
critical condition at the City ospital 
and physicians there say he has slight 
chance for recovery. 

The police of the Carr Street District 
are unable to say whether the youth 
was shot accidentally or by an enemy. 

Tony May of 1229 North Seventh street 
is held by the polite and Greenberg has 
positively identified him as the man who 
shot him, but is unable to give any 
reason why May should have fired upon 
him, and May denies all knowledge of 
the affair. So far as the police have 
been able to learn, there were no eye- 
witnesses to the shooting. 

Greenberg staggered into the Carr 
Street Police Station a little after 
10:30 Tuesday night and told the officers 
he had been shot. 

“I was walking through the alley,” 
Greenberg said, ‘‘and went into the yard 
at 1227 to get a drink. There is a pump 
there, and I have often gone there for 
water at night as well as in the day- 
time. 

“While I was getting a drink a man 
came out of a doorway on the north 
I felt 
a pain in my stomach, and went to the 
police station.” 

Greenberg was unable to tell the po- 
lice the name of his assailant, but of- 
ficers went to the place and found 
Tony and Paul May, brothers, living 
at 1229 North Seventh street. They were 
arrested and taken to the City Hospital. 
where Greenberg positively identified 
Tony as the man who shot him. 

May denies that he shot Greenberg 
or had anything to do with it. He and 
Paul May are held at the Carr Street 
Police Station, and both deny all knowl- 
edge of the affair. 

“I did not even hear the shot,’ Tony 
May said Wednesday, ‘‘and did not know 
the boy was shot till the police got 
me.” 

At the City Hospital Greenberg said 
that he never had any dealings with 
the Mays and could give no reason why 
the Italian should have shot him. The 
bullet entered the right side of the 
boy’s abdomen and penetrated the in- 
testine. It has not yet been removed. 
Hospital physicians will operate Wednes- 
day. 

Louls Lerner, 16 years old, of 1101 
U'Falion street and Eugene Murphy, 16 
years old, of 1510 North Twelfth street, 
heard the shot that struck Greenberg, 
but did not see the shooting. . They 
were taken in. custody by the police and 
questioned, and later released. 

Lerner was with Greenberg in the al- 
ley. but did not enter the yard, Green- 
berg says. Murpby told the police he 
was passing along the street. Loth 
Murphy and Lerner ran to Greenberg 
when he staggered into the alley, but 
they saw no one eise.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 9.—As a re- 
sult of the Supreme Court decision dis- 
solving the union of the Presbyterian 
and the Cumberland Presbyterian 
churches yesterday, the property of the 
church at Warrensburg, Mo., must be 
turned over to the Missouri Valley Col- 
lege at Marshall, Mo. The property for- 
merly belonged to, the Cumberland 
Church, 

The decision yesterday decrees that if 
the two churches ‘unite, the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. A., must amend its creed, 
doctrines and forms of government 80 
as to conform with thase of the Cum- 
berland Church. 

Supporters of the union of the two 
churches had obtained an injunction 
against those opposing it, and this in- 
junction was dissolved yesterday by the 
Supreme Court's decision. 

The fight between the factions had 
been waged since 1906, when the union 
was made.

The report is current here now that 
warrants for arrests have been issued 
for John Davidson and Pletcher Dea- 
ton, on the same charge. They are re- 
ported to have left Jackson on the day 
before the shooting, and have not been 
here since. It is not Xnown what 
proof, if any, can be obtained against 
them. Capt. Mullekin with his blood- 
hounds a'so came in with the Sheriff 
and his men, and left on the early Lex- 
ington & Eastern train for Lexington.

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EATH: EDUCATOR 
FOUND IN LAKE 


One of Chicago University 
Founders Told Friends He 
Was Going Insane. 





Meeks Pee so The body of 
Charles N. Ettinger, a prominent edu- 
cator and one of the founders of Chi- 
cago University, was found in Lake 
Michigan this morning. It is believed 
he committed suicide while temporarily 
insane, as he had predicted his death a 
short time before, and written several 
poems indicating that he suffered from 
melancholia. 

Ettinger was 65 years old. He was last 
seen on May 2%. For several days pre- 
vious he had told a friend that the was 
going crazy, and he begged that he be 
kept under restraint for fear he would 
do himself harm. His family, however, 
could not believe that his brilliant mind 
was clouded and refused his request to 
put him in a sanitarium. 

Ettinger was associated with the late 
William R. Harper, first president of 
Chicago University, at Wayland Acad- 
emy, which was the nucleus of Chi- 
cago University. With Harper he plan- 
ned the great institution that now or- 
naments the old world’s fair midway. 

In early life he was an associate of 
Spencer, founder of the Spencerian sys- 
tem. He taught for some time in Mil- 
Waukee and engaged in business there. 

He has written a number of books 
and magazine articles. The poem pub- 
lished in a Chicago paper the day he 
disappeared was entitled ‘‘Retrospect’’ 
and attracted considerable attention by 
its beauty and sadness.

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GRADE CROSSINGS. | 

There is no question of the legal power of the 
city to compel the railroads to conserve ‘publie 
safety by abolishing grade crossings. . Nor is 
-|there room for question of the justice of the 
policy of compelling the roads to elevate or de- 
press their tracks where they cross thorougii- 
fares at their own cost. The railroad is the ber- 
eficiary of the franchise by which it is enabled 
to lay tracks and convey its traffic over the city 
streets, The courts have uniformly recognized 
both the power of a city to force railroads to 
abolish grade crossings at their cost ane the 
equity of the act. 

Despite a contract between the city of Duluth 
and the L:ke Superior and Mississippi Railroad, 
by which the city agreed to maintain and keep 
in repair a viaduct of the ratlroad for 15) years 
in consideration of the railroad’s paying $50, 000 
into the city treasury, the Minnesota Supreme 
Court decided that the city could compél the 
railroad to repair the viaduct four years before 
the expiration of the contract term. This decision 
was affirmed by the United States Supreme Court, 
which in emphatic language sustained the city’s 
right and power to guard public safety regard- 
less of contracts. 

Asserting that it was immaterial ‘wticiabs or 
not the tracks were laid before the streets were 
opened and testifying to the uniform decisions 
of courts on the issue, the Supreme Court said: 

The governmental power of self-protection 
cannot be contracted away, nor can the exercise 
of rights granted, nor the use of property be with- 
drawn from the implied liability to governmental 
regulations in particulars essential to the pres- 

ervation of the community from injury. * * * 

The exercise of the police power cannot be lim- 
ited by contract for reasons of public policy; nor 
can it be destroyed by contract, and it is imma- 
terial upon what consideration the contracts rest, 
as it is beyond the authority of the State or the 
municipality to abrogate this power so necessary 
to the public safety. 

Chicago’s successful policy of elevating | the 
tracks at tie cost of the railroads is a forceful 
example for St. Louis. In a summary of the /rec- 
ord of the cost of elevating railroad tracks to the 
city of Chicago are some instructive figures. 
The total cost to the railroads is $72,622,000. 'The 
net cost to the city is $497,343. The city has 
paid less than three-quarters of 1 per cent. 

St. Louis has paid out $1,462,000 for bridging 
the Miil Creek Valley alone, and is about to pay 
$500,000 more for the new King’s highway bridge. 
The railroads have expended about $45,000. | 

The grade crossing record in this city is shame- 
ful. It involves a disgraceful neglect of the rights 
and powers of the city at a great cost of: human 
life aad limb. It must be stopped. The Council 
should delay no longer on the pending grade 
crossing bill. The whole picgram for the abo- 
lition of grade crossings should be put throygh 
as soon as pc.sible. 
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The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Naughton case does not rest upon a technicality. 
It was based upon lack of evidence showing jan 
ecsential element of guilt. The outcome of the 
two cases connected with the Warner-Priesmeyer 
charges does not tend to exalt the local admin- 
istration of justice in the public estimation. The 
Supreme Court decisions suggest the advisability 
of greater care in original prosecutions.

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WOMEN STUDENTS. : 
The statistics to be compiled later will show 
somewhere in the maze that in June, 1909 more 
than 10,900 young women were sent forth from 
the country’s institutions of higher learning: 
equipped with diplomas and _ cherishing high 
ideals. The attendance of women in colleges and 
universities was 72,194 last year and the propor- 
tion of them is increasing rapidly. The increase, 
both relatively and absolutely, is more rapid in 
the North Central States where the great co- 
educational institutions are located. 

Out of a total of 68,000 college students in the 
North Atlantic States only 10,600 are women. Out 
of 115,000 in the North Centra] States the women 
number 40,000, and the proportion in the West- 
ern and Pacific States is about the same. 

The opportunities afforded .by the coeduca- 
tional institutions accounts for this number in 
the North and West. Obviously, coeducation is 
desirable if higher instruction for women is de- 
sirable. The women’s oe sau of the Bast, with 
their Mane 0M : 
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of present conditions will bring the women of 
the West above their Eastern sisters in point of 
learning. 

At any rate, it is apparent that women now 
seek college traiping in a ratio of about one to 
four of men, and however they may utilize the 
knowledge acquired, it is an acset whose value 
to society may not be belittled: If men are the 
better for college training, so are women, wheth- 
er they engage in gainful occupations or confine 
their activities to the domestic hearth.

Air Was Thick With Threats.

At the Ice Trust’s Mercy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Each year at about this time it is almost impossi- 
ble to take up a daily newspaper without seeing 
something in it relating to the Ice Trust, Yet I be- 
lieve there are but few persons who realize how com- ' 
pletely they are at the mercy of this money-grabbing 
trust. Being a refrigerating engineer and having 
been directly connected with artificial ice making 
for several years, I will endeavor to enlighten the 
general public on the vast extent of the graft prac- 
ticed in this industry. And in doing so I will give a 
brief outline of the system used in artificial ice mak- 
ing. The water, after being distilled, is placed in 
cans of the size and shape of the ordinary cake of 
ice. These cans are in turn placed in a large tank of 
brine, commonly known as the “‘brine bath.” This can 
be lowered much below the freezing point of water 
as brine, at its maximum density, does not freeze un- 
til its temperature is reduced to 50 degrees Fahren- 
heit below zero. It is used because its temperature can 
be lowered much below the freezing point of water 
without itself becoming frozen. After the cans of 
water have been placed in the brine, the brine, being 
colder than the water, the heat passes from the wa- 
ter to the brine, working on the principle that two 
bodies of different temperature, when placed togeth- 
er have a tendency to equalize their temperatures. 
The brine is Kept cool by the refrigerating machin- 
ery. Now, it is theoretically possible with up-to-date 
machinery to run the temperature of this brine down 
to about 26 degrees Fahrenheit below zero. I have 
myself run it as low as 23 degrees Fahrenheit below 
zero under good conditions. But in practical working 
it is seldom run below zero; and in the average ice- 
making plant it is rarely, if ever, run below 2 de- 
grees Fahrenheit above zero. After the cans of wa- 
ter have been placed in the brine bath the tempera- 
ture of the water is gradually reduced until it reaches 
32 degrees Fahrenheit above zero, when it commences 
to freeze. At this degree the temperature remains 
stationary until every drop of water has been 
changed to ice, or until the latent heat has 
been removed, whence its temperature can 
be still further reduced and if left in the brine a suf- 
ficient length of time its temperature will become the 
same as that of the brine itself. But this is never 
done. Instead, it is drawn from the bath as soon as 
it is frozén and many times before it is completely 
frozen, as the oblong cavity in the end of the cake 
proves (this cavity being the result of unfrozen water 
which is poured out when the éake is drawn). This 
proving that the temperature of the ice is not below 
82 degrees Fahrenheit above zero. The ice being sold 
to the consumer by weight, and as heat has no 
weight, the consumer has no way of knowing the 
temperature of the ice he is buying. A plece of ice 
of given dimensions at 32 degrees Fahrenheit above 
zero weighs exactly the same at 9 degrees Fahren- 
heit above zero, or any other temperature. If we 
take two pieces of ice of exactly the same weight but 
of different temperatures, say one at 82 degrees 
Fahrenheit above zero and the other at 20 degrees 
Fahrenheit above zero, and expose both to the heat, 
the plece at 32 degrees Fahrenheit immediately be- 
gins to melt, as it is already at the melting tem- 
perature, while the other piece will absorb a great 
quantity of heat before it will begin to melt, or un- 
til its temperature has been raised to 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit above zero. As the consumer has no 
way of knowing the temperature of the ice he is 
buying, he is completely at the mercy of the Ice 
Trust. Asa remedy for the above conditions, I would 
suggest that there be a law passed, similar to our 


| pure food laws, compelling the ice manufacturers to 


lower the temperature of their ice to a specified de- 
gree before they are allowed to draw it from the 
brine bath, and that there be competent inspectors 
_appointed to visit the ice plants, the same as they 
do the dairies, and see that the laws are complied 
with.

The early depression was overcome for 
a time by a rally of a point in South- 
ern Pacific, but the market subsequently 
broke to a lower level than at the open- 
ing. Declines reached 2%c in the South- 
ern Pacific stocks, 1% in Illinois Cen- 
tral, 14 in Amalgamated Copper and 
American Sugar and 1 in Northern Pa- 
citic, Louisville & Nashville, Baltimore 
& Ohio, Erie, New York Central and 
Rock Island. Detroit United Railways 
rose 1% and American Linseed preferred 
2. By the end of the first hour the 
market showings signs of support, Union 
Pacific recovered to a substantial frac- 
tion over last night. 

American Telephone rose a point when 
Reading became weak and ran off 1%. 
Southern Pacific sold a fraction lower 
than before. Northwestern lost j/4. The 
market fell into extreme dullness. 
American Cotton Oil advanced 15%. Bonds 
were heavy. 

A rise of over a point in Union Pa- 
cific to 192 failed to prevent the con- 
tinuous liquidation of Southern Pacific, 
which cost it three points. The rest.of 
the active stocks were running off 
briskly at 1 o’clock. Great Northern 
preferred sagged 1, United States Steel 
and Baltimore & Ohio 1%, St. Paul and 
Reading 2, and Pullman 2%. American 
Cotton Oil got up 3 and Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical 1. 

The weakness of the market became 
more widespread, and there were few 
stocks which did not suffer losses of a 
point or more. Union Pacific’s gain was 
wiped out. The rise in Northern Pacific 
to a point over last night steadied the 
market, ‘but threw it back inte dull- 
ness. Southern Pacific preferred gave 
way 2%, Western Union 24%, American 
Sugar preferred and Bethlehem Steel 
1%, Erie 1%, St. Louis & San Francisco 
second preferred 1%, American Smelting 
1%, and Chesapeake & Ohio, Colorado 
and Southern, American Car, United 
States Steel preferred and American 
Woolen 1. 

The market closed steady. The fur- 
ther rise in Union Pacific to 193%, or 
2% over last night, prompted rebuying 
of other stocks and there were general 
recoveries, which were complete in some 
stocks. The activity
